In trying to get to the very bottom 
of the whole situation we are told fre- 
qently by the people themselves 
whose cases are brought before us, and 
by court representatives and social 
workers, that the cause is bad housing, 
or poor environment, or the high cost 
of living, or unemployment, or family 
dferences, or drink, or what not.

But none 
cent eatch words satisfied us. The 
‘ase was farther back, and in making 
m investigation of our own we have 
tome across a discovery that is no dis- 
covery at all. We have found that the 
tause of practically ninety-nine per 
cent of all modern distress and present 
day unrest, and all the ills of society, 
may be reduced to just one simple, 
plain word, and that word is SIN. Just 
tin, plain morta! sin, that’s all, and sin, 
tays Chesterton, is a fact as plain as 
potatoes. 

We cannot recall at moment a 
fingle one of the 631 cases that passed 
through this office last month in which 
tin was not the root cause of the ill. 
Not sin, perhaps in the persons them- 
selves who were the immediate and 
direct objects of our attention; but sin 
somebody's part, parents, employ- 
ts, employees, or others in responsible 
places where responsibility to God and 
to their neighbor was knowingly and 
Wilfully violated; and according to our 
Tecollection of the Catechism, this is 
the definition of mortal sin when the 
anal is serious.

Catholic girls who might be supremely blessed and most happy and shel- 
| tered both in this life and eternity in the holy peace of religion who-/or 
one reason or another neglect the vocation which God opens before them 
and remain in the world, sometimes lorely and unhappy, sometimes 
merely struggling on where they might have énjoyed the greatest happi- 
néss and peace. Just as some Catholic young men seem withheld from 
the glorious and holy office of the priesthood by an exaggerated notion of 
what is required for a religious vocation, so also many Catholic giflg_are 
withheld from becoming nuns by an @xagerated idea of what is demanded 
of those who wish to beeome nuns. The average Catholic girl who fe- 
e¢ives from God the blessed gift of religious vocation does not usually

She has about the same gifts as they and differs from them only in gener- 
osity and desire to serve God more perfect!y. She sees the beauty and 
holiness of the religious life and desires it while some othets of her 
schoolmates with the same qualifications as she, hear perhaps the still

faithfully, but disregard the heavenly whisper and listen rather to the 
loud voices of the world. The one fact that there are some hundred 
thousand devoted nuns in the United States alone is proof enough that 
no altogether exceptional talefts or good qualities are required for voca- 
tion to a Sisterhood. One could not find so many exceptional and highly 
gifted persons in the land. It is solid piety, not singular talents, that is 
required for the religious life. God has many places in His household for 
those who Wish to work there with simplicity and love. If you are not 
| suited for the highest places you may gain as much merit and do as much 
good in the kitchen as in the council foom. Catholic girls usually find it 
more éasy to obtain directions concerning vocations than do Catholic 
young men, because the vocations of the former usually begins to develop 
while they are still at school. Yet it may be that there are Catholic girls 
who are in doubt as to where to turn for advice concerning their voca- 
| tion. We should be glad to help them by telling them where they may 
| in their own neighborhood go for counsel and assistance in following out 
this glorious vocation.
